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Our Policy in Asia and the Future 


A group of 14 American scholars of 


Asian affairs met recently for a three-day 
conference and issued a report about the 
American "presence" in Asia. The report 
has beeu widely misinterpreted as backing 
our course in Vietnam. It is. instead, a 
reasoned statement about our past success- 
es and mistakes in Asia, a general summing 
up and some suggestions for the future. 


The United States had to go it alone in 


Asia as in Western Europe after World War 
II because of the 
vacuum 
of 
power in 


both areas. "The United States has bought 
time for some 200 million 
people to 


develop, without their being 
ceaselessly 


confronted with combined external-internal 
Communist threats of growing propor- 
tions." 


The report points in particular to 


Indonesia although it should also be noted 
that the Indonesian revolt against Com- 
munist influence came about completely 
without American interference or even 
encouragement — perhaps without Ameri- 
can suspicion that it might happen. 


But the report warns now that "to 


accept a Communist 
victory in Vietnam 


would serve as a major encouragement to 
those forces in the world opposing peaceful 
coexistence, to those elements committed 
to the thesis that violence is the best means 
of 
effecting 
change. It 
would 
gravely 


jeopardize the possibilities of a political 
equilibrium in 
Asia, 
seriously 
damage 


our credibility, deeply affect the morale — 
and the policies — of our Asian allies and 
the neutrals. These are not developments 
conducive to a long-range peace. They are 
more likely to prove precursors to larger. 
more costly wars." It should be noted the 
scholars are for coexistence and agree- 
ments with Communist countries. 


Having warned against a 
Communist 


military victory or political settlement in 
favor of the Communists and some criti- 
cism of those in the United States who keep 
up the Communist hopes of such a victory, 
the report goes on to caution against a 
continuation 
of 
our 
policies 
and 
any 


escalation. "A capacity to go down as well 
as up by carefully considered and measur- 
ed steps must be demonstrated. . . .Nothing 
would do more to strengthen American 
support for our basic position than to show 
a capacity for innovation of a de-escalatory 
nature. . . .At stake is a principle essential 
to the survival of the policies of limita- 
tion." The report also points out that the 
war must be won in the South and that "the 
strengthening of the South Vietnamese 
military and police forces must receive top 
priority. An increasing emphasis must be 
placed upon 'seize and hold' rather than 
'search and destroy' operations with the 
peasants being given the protection against 
extortion and pillage 
from 
all sides. . . 


Corruption must be rigorously attacked. . . 
social reforms . . . must be strongly sup- 
ported . . . but for people under seige. there 
is no substitute for security.'' 


The report says that "now the time is 


approaching when new styles of operation, 
new techniques, and new emphases are 
essential . . . our role should be that of 
ultimate resort rather than that of first-line 
defense. Fixed bases in populous areas 
exact a political price that will at some 
time become too high. . .No issue needs to 
be reviewed more frequently than that of 
the precise disposition of American mili- 
tary power in the Asia-Pacific theater. . . 
the issue should be that of taking positions 
that are consonant with technological and 
political developments, positions that sup- 
port rather than disturb our basic objec- 
tives . . . the most basic challenge confront- 
ing us today is 
to 
learn 
to live with 


insecurity without succumbing to panic or 
extremism." 


The 
report 
differs 
from 
most 
on 


Vietnam in that it does not try to place 
blame 
for 
our 
being 
in 
the 
present 


situation. Instead it takes it from now on, 
conceding that mistakes have been made, 
but "on balance" our record in Asia has 
been a good one. The report already has 
been criticized, however, by other Ameri- 
can specialists on Asia who argue that 
"what we are doing in Vietnam is illegal 
and immoral and that in the very act of 
physically 
destroying 
a 
small 
country 


thousands of miles from our shores we are 
also morally destroying ourselves." 


Certainly our material and technical aid 


has been essential in the progress of such 
Asian nations as Japan, the Republic of 
China on Taiwan, and South Korea. 


But there are disturbing signs of a 


growing resentment of too much American 
presence even aside from 
the war in 


Vietnam. The Marcos government in the 
Philippines is on shaky political ground 
and. whatever its own point of view, must 
react 
to the growing anti-Americanism 


among the Filipino people. It recently was 
demonstrated when President Marcos an- 
nounced that he would send no more token 
troops to Vietnam despite a contrary 
pledge to President Johnson only months 
ago. Thailand is fighting 
the 
inflation 


which has surged through Vietnam because 
of American spending. Even economically 
secure Japan has political problems and no 
intention whatever of committing any help 
to us in the war. Because of these political 
considerations, our presence in Asia must 
be 
muted 
and 
the 
military 
presence 


especially played down if not immediately 
reduced. 


The particular Asian scholars are "mod- 


erates" it seems to us and are saying to 
many of their contemporaries on Ameri- 
can campuses, 
"let's go on from here 


with solid recommendations rather than 
complaints 
about past mistakes." Their 


suggestions as well should be noted by the 
critics who want us to withdraw unilateral- 
ly and perhaps even more by those who 
would 
exert continually more 
military 


pressure to "reach a quick, simple and final 
solution." 


Statistics and the Upward Bound Program 


Congressman William Steiger reports in 


his newsletter that there seems to be a 
considerable divergence in statistics about 
the Upward Bound program of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 


OEO Director Sargent Shriver reported 


on a television program recently that 85 
per cent of the 25.000 disadvantaged high 
school 
students in the Upward Bound 


program had gone on to college and that 
almost 
all 
of them 
were 
doing 
well 


academically. But, according to Steiger. a 
study by Assistant Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Joseph Froomkin. involving almost a 
thousand of the Upward Bound enrollees. 
came up with a different set of figures. 


The Froomkin study showed that, while 


three-fourths did go to college less than half 
of those returned for a second year and 
half of those returning were on probation. 
Froomkin's report suggested that college 
failure might offset the advantages in high 
school study which the Upward Bound 
student? had received from the program. 


Actually statistics can be used to prove 


almost anything about everything and in 
the long run may not mean 
much. A 


disadvantaged youth who gets two years of 
college may be farther ahead than had he 
finished his formal education at high school 
graduation, but it depends upon the college 
experience. Another may be far better off 
seeking technical training after high school 
if the problems of college, aside from the 
academic, are too much for him. While it is 
true that some people become discouraged 
when goals are set too high, others need 
exactly that sort of inspiration. 


Generally those who have worked with 


Upward Bound programs such as conduct- 
ed at Lawrence 
University 
have been 


enthusiastic about the opportunities and 
results. Even the assistance in making the 
high school years more meaningful is an 
advantage. 


But we must wonder whether officials 


at the Office of Economic Opportunity have 
access to reports from the United States 
Commissioner of Education. Certainly v. e 
don't need more credibilit> ?an?

He has defied all 
Democratic rivals successfully 
for more than a quarter of a 
century because he never hesi- 
tated to vote the complexion of 
his district on issues that are 
important to it. This means 
that he votes with the Demo- 


crats in Washington as often 
as with the Republicans. 


Republicans, on the other 


hand, have learned to accom- 
modate themselves to him not 
only because he is a diligent 
and resourceful man in the 
handling of constituent chores 
in Washington, but because 
they know it is futile to try to 
depose him in a primary and 
are confident that on such 
matters as the organization of 
the Congress — if the GOP 
recovers m a j o r i t y control 
there — he will vote with the 
party of his nominal affilia- 
tion. 


O'Konski can be classified 


truly as a professional politi- 
cian, and one of the most 
skilled and tested in the busi- 
ness. It is difficult 
for a 


reporter who knew him at the 
start of his career to realize 
that he is now holding his seat 
for the 26th year. 


STARTED AS TEACHER 


O'Konski did not start his 


liie as a politician, but drifted 
into it. After a few years of 
unremunerative school teach- 
ing d u r i n g the depression 
years, he became a kind of 
professional campaigner and 
publicity man in the late 1930's 
when the conservatives were 
building the movement to de- 
feat and destroy the LaFol- 
iette Progressive party that 
culminated in the successful 
Republican-Democratic 
coali- 


tion effort of 1938. 


That experience 
not only 


brought 
him 
an 
extensive 


acquaintance, but it gave him 
an expert knowledge of politi- 
cal geography. He resolved to 
settle in the far northern part 
of the state, and at the first 
opportunity offered himself for 
the congressional seat. 


Assuming that he will win
